A Dellaire (0.) a{m-iul of the 11th,
says : Joseph Dobler, o well-known
sud bitherto reputablo citizen, was ar-
rested to-day ou the charge of vielim-
izing & number of leading mereantils
and manufucturing firms out of from
815,000 to 820,000, The heaviest loser
is the Pittsburgh coffee-honse of Ar-
buckle & Co., who elaim to have been
hit by Dobler for 28,000 ta 210,000,
Dobler's method of operation was to
keep himself posted on slow-paying
ensiomers of wholesale and jobbing
firms, and after making out alist of ten
or twenty such, he would lay ont a
ronte and puss through the towns
wherein the debtors dwelt, at each place
mailing a Ietter to the firm to whom the
woney was due under a fletitions name,
claiming to be an sttorney, and offer-
ing to colleet the debt on commission,
In each case he would ijustract the
postmaster to forward replies to this
city. Obtaining suthority to make col-
lections, he would squeeze the debtor
and put the money in his pocket, As
he had opernted nnder snatias, changed
in each case, he could not be treed,
Finding they were being  systemati-
eally swindled, Arbuckle & Co, put
detective on the case, and the result
wos Dobler's errest. A large amonpb
of mail matter showing his operations

was found in his bouse. Dobler a few
Fears ago was poor, aid no visible

weans of support, but receutly he
erected the finest honse in Bellaire,:
and told his friends that he had re-
ceived a fortune from Cermany,
